THE EVERGREEN Christ-
mas tree itself can be set up
and decorated in a way that
makes it reasonably safe, and
the precautions are quite sim-
ple. About one inch of the
base of the tree should be
cut off at an angle and the
tree then mounted in a stand
so that the base sits in a pan
of water or wet sand. If sand
is used, of course, it must be
kept damp as long as the tree
is used.

When buying new strings of
bulbs look for the UL label
or tag. Older strings of lights

should be checked before |

using to make certain that the
insulation on the wiring has
not become frayed or brittle,
